Where 
by this holy Fathers do@qtin, they vnderſtand 
that of Janſenius, who made vie of his autho- 
rity, as Calvin did, to perſuade the world, 
that he varied not from the ſentiments of 
that holy Father,

C Alviniſne being grawn very odious to 
Cathalicks , the Janſeniſts with great 
cgren thought ir neceſſary , ro cut off 
uch things , as have hetherto ſcandalized the 
warld.

Thar the Popes Anti-Chriſt, That i is Ido- 
dolatry to worſhip Images : Thar we oughe 
hot to pos the Mother of God, orto the 
AngelsorSaints in Heaven ; That ther is no 
Purgatory ; That the Maſle is an abominas- 
tion &c. On the contrary fide , they have re- 
tained Prieſts, a ſingle lite, the Maſle , ſeven 
Sacraments, « hurch ornaments & ceremo-f 
nies, the Pope , the Hicrarchy , & in a word 
2}! chat is popular , becauſe the people , are 
moſt taken with that, which Qrikes the fen- 
ſes, & that way ſtirs vp devotion. And beſy- 
des, becauſe they are vſcdto be governed by 
the Pope & by Biſhops &c. and accuſtomed 
to the Sacraments, to Maſſe &c. Finally bes 
cauſe experience has taught the Calviniſts, 
that the Jaying afide ſuch things , has been 
a great hinderarce to the propagation of 
their Se. The Janſeniſts having thus refor 
med Catviniſe , have inſtilld it without ho 
rour & even without diſtruſt, into ſimple pec 
ple. who eaſily ' receave ſuch 'imprefiions , 
are given them by their teachers , withou

Far this reaſpn,thep 
layd it for a fundamental Maxime of their Po- 
icy , never to depart ont of the Catholicke Church , & 
eonſ:quently ro acknowlege rhe Pope, and 
feemingly to ſubmit” ro rhe Hierarchical go+- 
yernment, This important reſolution , was 
alſo Dougiey, vpon thos reaſons, which rhey 
took tobe convincing. 1, Thar PeJagius, Ma» 
cedonis, Eutyches, rhe Donarifts, & af! the 
moſt prudent oundery of new Sets, did con= 
ſtantly conſerve the name and outward ſhew 
of Catholicks, & by that meanes , got the 
advantages they wiſhed for , whence they in-

Judicature ; Courts of Kings &c. They might 
alſo ſpeak conyerſe ; preach , write, direc 
conſciences &c. And jn this manner infuſe 
their doctrine , eſtabliſh their Maximes, de- 
fend themſelves againſt their Adverſaries vn - 
dermine their endeayours &c. blow vp all 
yu againſt their Sect, oppoſe them eyther 

cretly , or with open violence ; ſow diviſt- 
ons & praCtiſe a world of other artifices, rt 
diſunite & confound their enemies. The rea- 
fon is, becauſe while they remain exreriour- 
ly vnited to the Church , they will not be 
tuſpeted, bur will eaſily paſſe for friends, 
& yet may act the pars of enemies , as being 
cloaked with the apearance of a true &fin- 
cere friend{hip. 3. That men born & bred, 
in civil or Eccleſiaſtical Societies , do not ca- 
fily leaye them , ro follow ſtrange companics, 
And fo we ſee many Hereticks, when they 
are conyinced of their errours , to alleage 
this, for the only obſtacle to their converſion? 


"That it is hard for men to renounce their

they have allways profeſſed Bur if they may 
be permitred , to conſerve the forme & exte- 
riour of their firſt Society ,they are engaged 
by litle & licle , in the changes, - which-are 
brought in. The ſame we ſee in States, that 
SubjeRs ſuffer the change of their .lawes & 
Cuſtomes , & of the whol government, when 
it is done by degrees, & fo ,as fo retain in _ 
many things the apearance of the ſame States. 

Why then might not they , by remaining in | 
che Catholick Church, by litle & litle chan-, | 
ge the ancient doctrine, & bring in their new, | 
inventions in place therof. 4. That in caſe 
they ſhould be condemned by the Pope,they 
might wipe off the blemiſh , by ſeeming to 
leaye their party , & yer ſecretly adhere ro 
it, & withal conſerve their friendſhip, whom 
they had gained to their cabal, before their, 
condemnation. $5.

Though thes' meanes are eff.cacious , yet 
following the maxime of certain Italians z 
divide if you mean 107aign & the praGtiſe of hes 
feticks, who rayſed warr in Catholicke couns 
tries, the better to ſettle themſelves in rhe* 
common troubles : they thought it neceſſary! 
to rayſe a ſpiritual warr amongſt Catholicksp 
to divide them, & ſer them one againſt an« 
other , that ſo they might intrigue themſelves: 
in the deſigns ; of that pattie which could 
beſt help them againſt their enemies. This 
made the Abbor of S.; Cyran write his Books!

They were to draw 
the people to certain exteriour- practiſes of 
piety ,as to help & viſite the fick and priſo4 
ners ,to honour the B. Sacrament, that they 
might lirle think their doGrine favourd of 
Calviniſme.T hey were to extoll one another: 
to profeſs themielves'to be knowing men, & 
$0 gaine the reputation of being great ſchol= 
lars, & for this end, were to talk much in the 
pulpic & in company , of Predeſtination , of 
gragc,, & of Saint Auſtin; yet when they mer 
with .thos that were learneder then themſel 
ves, they were to be very reſerved. in declare 
ing their opinions ;& if they did, they were 
to do it in, forme of a bare narrative, and in 
caſe they were required to explicate themſe[- 
ves ,they were to cry out, O altitads ; &c. or 
ſay that S. Auſtin is very plain in the caſe , & 
then'to fall a prayſing the Holy Do@ot, thar 
lefs notice might be taken of the ſenſe of his 
words: When they ſpoke of the charmes & 
ſvearnes of victorious grace , they were to 
adde , that it was to be known by certain 
marks, that are not'given to all ; Yer were 
they nor preſently to deſcribe thes markes,

To gain ſeculars, & engage them to thetr Partie: 


Being thus prepared, they bent all their 
thoughts and endeavours , to find favour as 
mongſt Catholiks, and deſpairing to get it 
bur of the Clergy or Laity , they did their 
beſt to gain both ; & firſt the Prelats, Curats 
& ſimple Pries, by thes meanes : Giving every 
one of them all poſſible honour according 
to his degree « Often prayſing them , yet 
withour EQation +Extollin their caraCters, 
dignities, & fun&ions: Obhgiogly. & with 
zcal of their glory, infanuating the obligation 
which God has layd vpon them , to governe 
ſoules,, to reforme the preſent coddud s of. the 
C hurch ,to give a luſtre ro the Eccleſiaſtical 
ſtate , & rodepreſs Religious , who by their 
ſpiritual dire&tion , have entrenched vpon 
the right & practiſe of the ſecular Clergy : 
Encouraging them to. Sermons, Careckilms,

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G& ſpiritual conferences, to get the reput8 


tion of knowing & devour men : Setting a 
high valew vpon their Books & diretion, to 
drakithe people afterthem inculcating in their 
Books; Sermons , & private diſcouftles , that 
the people are bound , to be' direted ith 
their conſciences by ſecular Prieſts : Caſtin 
a ſcruple vpon thos that ſuffer themſelves 
to be directed by Religious perſons : Main« 
rzining that all diforders amongſt Chriſtians, 
have proceeded from the inverting this or- 
_ der, & bringing plauſible proofs of it from 
the ancient government of the Church , to 
perſuade the world , that their only endea- 
vour is to. reeſtablifh it : Offering relief to 
thoſe that are in need of it: In fine leading 
them according to their predominant inclina- 
tion , the noble & learned by honour & glory 
the ambitious by digniries , the poor & co- 
vetous by penſions, the fervent & zealous by 
reformation of manners. In a word profeſ- 
ſing to all, a great paſſion for their Girirual 
& temporal advantages. 
Beſides all thes meanes , tbey fell ypon a 
deſign of. ſetting vp aſſemblies of Prietts, ro 
teach them the ceremonies of the divine: offi- 
ce, the adminiſtration of Sacraments, the ſe» 
cret of a ſpiritual life, & way of directing con- 
Feiences ; & withall to inſtill their new do&rin, 
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craftily mingled with things ſo lroly and iv 
profitable. | ? 

Having thus agreed vpon the way , how 
to conquer the ſecular Clergy , which they 
allways eſteemed a matter of higheſt concern, - 
not only becauſe the flock of Chriſt would 
eafily fall into their ſhares , but allo becauſe- 
the Paſtors being once corrupted , would of 
themſelves lead their ſheep to the wolves 
that ſeek to devour them 7T hey fellyponthe 
means how to draw inthe Laity.

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The fixt Meanes Ver 
To treat differemly with perſons of difjerent natures 
diſpeſtions. | 
Though thes generall means are very mach 
to the purpoſe, yet they cannot ſerve all forts 
of perions. For ſome are ſuſpected not to 
be wel affeed ro new opinions : others are 
ſimple & ſincere : others indifferent, declaring 
for neither fide ; others fervent and devout;

with great prudence & dexterity , they fitred

. But conſidering, that vaſt ſumms of mo- 
ny , were requiſite for ſo many penſions , & 
for printing Baoks, & other. neceſſary char= 
ges they retolved, ro make the richeſt oftheir 
partie, pay contribution ( as the Calviniſts'do 
fo luckily rothis day) & todtaw what almes 
they could, fromall that ſuffered rhemfclves 
to be guided by them. To this purpoſe , they 
collected our of Scripture & holy Fathers, all 
the beſt arguments, to perſuade tharrich meny 
have an indiſpenſable obligation: , to. gi 
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S$reat almes. 'To this they added the examples 
of Saints, that gave all they had to the poor, 
& the advantages which Chriſtians , & chiefly 
Penirents & new Convetts, gather by ir, ro 
fatisfy Gods Juſtice , & purchaſe an extraors= 
dinary degree of ſanQity , & with much elo- 
quence;they held forth all the arguments they 
could invent. And becauſe they meant, in 
purſuance of their projet, to have the fin- 
ering of this mony , they gave out, that the 
ſt almes, and moſt plealing ro God, were 
thos that were the moſt ſecret. This made 
them truſted , with ſo conſiderable ſfumms of 


mony , that they have hetherto lived at avaſt 
rate.

To make Apologiesto defend themſelves , & abuſe 
their adverſaries. 


| Their doarine being againſt the faith of 
| the Church , they did nor queſtion but ir 
would be generally oppoſed. If their ene- 
mics were Biſhops, or great perſons, they 
{| thoughtir beſtro bequier, & not to ſtir in 
y'1 the matter, but to play out of fight, & con- 
ith tent themſclyes ro diſpoſe perſons by degrees. 
© If they were of a meaner condition, & would 


not be gaind by their devices , they took ir - 
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be lawfull ,to make a ſtrict enquiry irito thei 
lives, tothreaten to ruine their reputation. & 
forrunes, & todo it aCtually, yer warily , & 
with the advice of all their known followers, 
1n fine they judged it requiſite, in caſe they 
were aſſaulted, eyther it their perſons or: in 
theirdodrine , to have recourſe to Apologies, 
for by that meanes, they would gaine a douy 
ble advattage,not only of beating down their 
adverſaries , bur of rayſing their trophies on 
their ruins , not only of making them paſle 
for Pelagians & Semipelagiahs , bur of def-nds 
ing their own opinions.

Now amongſt all their enemies, they ap- 
rehended none ſo much as Regulars. T hey 
conſidered,thatin all ages;they were the men, 
that had the happines, to defend the Orthos 
dox faith, againſt Hereticks £ That they as 
mongſt all Chriſtians , had the greateſt inte» 
reſt , inthe conſeryation of Religion,” & Ecs 
cleſiaſtical Monarchy + That embracing the 
ſevereſt Maximes of the Ghoſpel, & the moſt 
eminent vertues of Chriſtianity , they are for 


the moſt part,, very zealous, for the irue =_ 
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That being diſengaged from ſecular affairs , & 
having their time and ſpare houres appointed 
for the ſtudy of Divine Sciences , they are 
commonly fitter to encounter with novelties 
then men of the world , Thar they n#.ke y 
bodies, that are immorral , & that hand down 
the fame ſpirit fromage to ag=, & are diſper- 
ſed all over chriſterdome , & ſo can preach & 
write in all Tanguages, & in all times & pla- 
ces, againſt all Perfies whatſoever : That they 
rule the conſciences, of the greateſt parr of 
Chriſtians , who are therfore guided by their 
counſel & doctrine : Thar it is impoffible to 
draw them , at leaſt all , ro embrace their ſ:& 
the Superiours, & even inferiours , who are 
zealous , for the Church, having their eys 
open, to diſcover the carriage & ſentiments . 
of their Brothers : That they have power in 
the Court of Rome, & with Kings & Princes, 
& can luckily vnite the Eccleſiaſtical & ſecu- 
lar power, to deſtroy Novelties. From thes 
evident & convincing reaſons, they conclu- 
ded , that it was abſolutly neceſfary, rg deſtroy 
Regulars, & without remedy to ruin their re- 
puration & fundions , in the Church of Jz- 
$VSs- HRIST. And that as they write, in their 
Circular Letter, to the Diſciples of S. Auſt'n. 
If the Founder of the Calviniſts, had not beaten down 
the monks pride, & ſet vpon the an

Noy to compaſle this vndertaking , they 
all agreed in this; T hat they were to draw the 

ople , from having ſo much confidence in 
Religious perſons, by perſuading them , that 


they live not according to their rules ; That 


their manners are corrupted ! that their dires 
Rion is hurtfulto ſoules : That their doctrine 
is erroneous, in point of Predeſtination ,'& 
Grace : That they brought into the Church, 
the abuſes that are practiſed ; That they light 
Prieſts & Pariſhes : That they have yiurped 
the direQtion of Conſciences , & the Office of 
ar , which belongs ro ſecular Prieſts : 
hat they belong not to. the Ecclefiaſtical 
Hierarchy : That they are vain , worldly, ams 
birious,& full of revenge : That though they 
profeſs ro ayme at Gods glory, in the excers 
ciſe of their funCtions, yet they wreſt it ta 
their own intereſt, in abominable things, 
To give thes arguments more force , they 
reſolved to gather together , ( as they have 
done ) all that has been written , to diſhonour 
Religious , that they may ſerve themſelves of 


it , vpon occaſions : To deſtroy in the harts of | *.** 


the people , that veucration which they 4 
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Fſſe , in ſtiling them Fathers : To annihilate 
the dodtrine of works of {upererogation, be= 
cauſe they take it to be their greateſt ſupport, 
& chiefeſt ground of their ſubſiſtance : To 
convince ſecular Prieſts, that the Religious 
labour for nothing more, then to keepthem 
down , as the ſcumm & ſcorn of the people : 
To vnite Prieſts in one body , to oppoſe Re- 
ligious , & reſerve to themſelves the direftion 
of ſoules , & the office of preaching , Cate- 
chizing , & Miſſions : To cry down before 
Prelars, their Privileges & exemprion: In fine 
to ſow jealouſtes , & diviſions amongſt them, 
to fight them ; & overthrow them , with their 
own weapons. 

Yer fora!l the ſucceſs , which they promi- 
fed themſelves, from thes wel contrived 
meanes ; they were abſolutly perſuaded , that 
all would do nothing, ſo long as the Jeſuiſts 
were in being ; The reaſons were thes. They 
teach moſt of the youth in C hriſtendome ; 
They almoſt alone, furniſh Religious Or- 
ders with Novices, for when do you ſee any 
leave the Oratorians , or other ſecular Prieſts 
Colleges ;ro enter into Monaſteries : They 
have the way to beat into their Schallars, the 
principles of faith & Catholike verities , fo 
that it is very hard to pervert them; Laſtly by 
their Books , Sermons, ſchollars, Direction, 
Fran C Milions, 
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Miſſions, & all their Religious & ſpiritual Ex« 
erciſes, they have got ſo il[uſtriousa repura- 
tion, as to have the credit., of conſerving the 
people in Catholike Religion. To all this 
they added , that thes Religious, make pro- 
feſlion, ro oppole herericks tooth & nail , & 
chiefly modern , who at preſent, are not a 
litle incommoded by them. Which forced 
the Abbot Saint Cyran , to pronounce this 
judgment againſt them. That it s wholly ne- 
ceſſary to deſtroy them , to eſtablish $. Auſtins ( that 
is as I nored ) Calvins, dofrine. 

To compals this , which imports them ſo 
much, for the accompliſhment of their fur- 
ther deſigns : They fell preſently to write a- 
gainft .cheir Schools, againſt their Maſters & 
manner of teaching, They layd trading to 
their charge , & other things , which ſeemd 
ſufficient, to make them odious to the peo- 
ple; They did their beſt, to ſer other Religi- 
ous againſtthem: They vſed all their cunning, 
to diſcredite their Books, their Preachers; 
their devines, all rheir Authors , their con- 
verſation, & ſpiritual condu&t. The falſnes 
of thes imputatton , being ſoon diſcovered, 
to the Miondar of the accuſers, they had 
recours to the ſubtle Policy of the Miniſter 
du Moulin. This fpirit , as rich in inventi- 
ons, a5 in drollery , eefire made a Colle- 

| cion, 


&ion, of the largeſt opinions of Catholike 
Caſuiſts, ro pertuade his followers that the 
dodtrine of the Roman Church, was naughe 
gnd corrtipted, The Janſcniſts have in. liks 
manper; & with incrediþle cunning , written 
againſt the Jeſuiſts Moral & though Knowing 
men, who have ſearched their Books, the 
berter ro judge of the Janſeniſts ſincerity or 
forgery , haye diſcovered their falſe dealing , 
and ſtrange impoſtures ; , yet the peoplie-in 
Towns, wher the Jeſuits neyther dyel nar 
converſe , : have been perſuaded that their 
Morall is corrupted, & their ſpiritual diretion 
too condeſcending. The Prelats themſelves, 
& the Curates, whether out of envy or other- 
wiſe, have. much concurred with the Janſe- 
niſts, to atchieye this, enterprize, & to this 
day, ſome of them , can not hould from ſhew- 
ing their, teeth againſt them. With ſuch Po- 
licy , have thes new Hereticks , engaged in 
their concernes; even,thos that ſhould have 
proter7ed, (rem , the better to ſtifle the riſing 
rely of Janſcnius. | »

To elude the condemnation of their Hereſies , by the 
three ſenſes , & by the Queſtion of Right & Fat, 
& by foiſting intheir deftrine,in the Tranſlations, 

ame workes of the Holy Fathers. MY 
i we poke of tet ber, 
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God is ever ſo watchful over his Church, 
"that all the Jan{niſts artifices , corild not hin- 
. derthe Popes, Innocent X . & Alexander VII 
from condemning their errours. Wherfore 
being reſolved , according to their fundamen- 
tal maxime, to live exteriorly in the Com 
-thunion of the Catholike C hurch', they were 
conſtrained , to avoid the fury of the: Vatican 
thunderbolts , levelled againſt them ; by h+ 
'ving recourſe to. their ordinaty ſhifts. Firk 
"they found our 3. ſenſts, ro the Propoſitions 
condemned by his Holines, and 'maintaind 
that they were not condemned in” Janſenius 
his ſenſe, to wipe off from him, as'wel as from 
themſelves , the foul blot of hereſy, and to 
conſerve thos they had already dtawn to their 
Partie , who were vpon the point of deferting 
"them. | 
Bur this firſt defence, being quite over- 
thrown, by Alexander VIE his Conſtitution, 
they wiſcly ſtarted the Queſtion 'of Right and 
Fat , granting the Pope infallibility , to judg 
& define matters of Right in points of faith, 
but not matters - of Fa#. So. that they are 
content, to condemn & receave for condem- 
ned, the Propofitions 'vnderſtood in their na- 
rural ſenſe, in wharſoever Authors they are to 
be found, bur they affirm , that they are not 
in Janſenius his Book , & that the Popes er- 
Jedin that, © To 
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To ſtrengthen this ſecond defence ,, they 
raid vp the bet of the Richeriſts, of, the;:Sor- 
bon , againſt the Popes infallibility in points. 
of taith, when they are joynd with marter of. 
Fat. They alſo endeyoured, to render his * 
ſpiritual juriſdiction over the whol Church ,, 
flpetted to Soveraigns, & odious to the peo-! 
ple, viing fals & captious reaſons, to perluade ' 
them , that he meant by degrees, to viurp 2 
Soveraignty , over the temporal right of 
Kings & Princes. | 
But natdaring at preſent, openly to des 
fend, or publiſh their opinions, after they 
have been ſo ſolemnly condemned by the 
Church, they found out a ſubtle peece of 
Policy , to tranſlate into French , certain 
Peeces of the Holy Fathers, which feem to 
favour them , and ther cunningly to foilt in 
their condemned propoſitions , that the Rea- 
der may ſwallow them withour reflexion ; & 
that thos who vnderſtand neyther Greck , 
nor Latin, may believe , that thos Holy Fa- 
thers, held the Janſeniſts tenets. T he learned 
& judicious Author, of the Letters ro an Ab- 
beſs of Ciſtayx, has diſcovered this ngw de- 
vice ,& by his juſt cenſures, has prevented 
the. bad conſequences. 5 
Sir , if you take the paines , to' obſerve 
atemyely , the admirable Policy of thes Nas

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velliſts ; Tam confident , you will ceaſe tg 


wonder, that they have fo eaſily cheated, fo 
many Catholiks in France & other places , & 


| that it is ſo hard a thing, for a mano —_ 


out of their nets, and not to turn heretic 
when he thinks to become a good Chriſtian, 
by the help of their direQion. 

- Bur whatſoever they have done, to efta- 
bliſh their doQtrine , nothing has ſucceeded ſo 
Juckily as in the Sorbon, where having in-

” | mediately to his partie, the three Arnauds 
” | his Brothers, viz Monficur d'Andilly , the 
' | Dotour, & the Abbot of S. Nicholas, now 
| Biſhop of Angiers, Beſides Monſieur le 
Maiſtre , Advocate of the Parliament, their 
Nephew ; their Siſters, Nuns of Port-royal,& 
many yong Bachelers & Do&tours, amongſt 
whom , I was one, as zealous as the reſt, drawn 
in by the novelty of their doqrine. 

This plague, which ſtole ſecrerly into mens 
minds, broxe out art laſt , & became ſo com- 
mon , vnder the pretended autority of Saint 
Auſtin, that Monſieur S. Beuve, Profeſſour 
of Divinity , deliverd ir to his Schollars, in 
his dictates and publick leſſons. Thus rhe 
Janſeniſts began , ro corrupt the Sorbon Do- 
Qtrine, in its very fource, And as water, which 
flowes from a poiſoned fountain, carties the 
deadly poyſon along with it ; fo we retain rhe 
hcſt iaſtrugions,we receave from our maſters.

It is therfore in 
the power of the wicked to finn ; but that in ſinning 
they do this or that , by this malice , it is not in 
their power , but in Gods who divides & orders 
darknes. This holy Father , ſpcakes only of 
the effets, which follow out of the ſins of 
the wicked, & fays , that God dilpoſes of 
thes effe&s , ro draw out the good , which 
pleaſes 'him. The Aurhor of the Peipetuity 
makes him fay, that God rules or determins - 
mens fins ; and beſides that it is not in theix 
power to commit ſuch or ſuch a fin. So that ac- 
cording to him, God muſt give this power : 
wherfore he makes God the Authour of ſfinn 
as Calvin .did before him. 
I omitr other pernicious Books , which 
they bave approved, & draw this concluſion, 
When the Sorboniſts approved the Janſcniſts 
Books , they Knew their errours : for we can- 
not ſuppoſe ignorance in ſuch great Doors:

To ſtrengthen this Proof, I adde another 
agreement between the. Sorboniſts, Thes ſeek 
to pul down Soveraign Biſhops, by raiſing 
two heads ypon the Throne of the Church, by 
deſpizing their conſtitutions, by queſtioning 
their intallibility in deciſions of Faith , & by 

ubliſhing a thouſand calumnies againſt 
them.

Their hatred to Religious perſons, is a 6. 
Proof. The Janſeniſts conſpired againſt Re- 
Culars , as I obſerued in their Policy , from the 

oning of their Cabal ; foreſeing wel , that 
they would put obſtacles to the eſtabliſhment 
of their Herefies. And they have often cf- 
feually felt, the force of ſo great a body. 
All the world knows , that the herefies of 
Monfieur Arnaud, were cenſured in the Sor- 
bon , becauſe as Montaſte writes , in his 1. 
Letter Colen Edit, pag. 23. Ther ſtood for the Car 
tholick , 2.4. ſecular Dottors CF about 40. Mendicant 
Monks who: condemned bis Propoſition. Which 
| deadly 
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deadly blow gave them ſuch a deep wound , 
that fance thatrime , they have openly profeſs. 
ſed by a thouſand vnjuſt proceedings, the 
inveterate hatred to Religious, The Sorbo« 
viſts exaQly follow their ſteps. They have re< 
jeRted by their cenſure , all the Propoſitions 
which Monſieur Vernant advanced in fayour 
of the Regulars Privileges,though he brought 
nothing but the expreſs doctrine, & formal 
words of Gen, Councils, Popes Bulls, Cano- 
niſts , ancient Doctors of Sorbon , & other 
Catholike Authors. Which the learned de» 
fender has confirmed by many irrefragable 
teſtimonies, Moreover they have quite bas 
piſhed them our of their Aſſemblies in the 
Sorbon,, to remove by their exclufion , thos 
obſtacles which hindered them from judging 
of the queſtions propoſed , according to their 
pyenns And truly , the number of Catholiks 
octors being at preſent the leſſer in the Sor- 
bon , the Janſenitts have the advantage,to the 
great diſhonour of the Faculry,whos cenfures 
would never have been condemned by the 
Pope as they have been, if Regulars had been 
there, for they would have been conforma- 
ble ro the Orthodox faith. In fine the Sorbo- 
niſts ſtrive ta make Regulars odious , by ſay» - 
ing in the Colle&tion of divers peeces pag. 
111.num, 18. That the Popes Bull, 4s falsitis, is 
| Sy maind 
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maintaind in France by twenty thouſand , partly 
Monks , & partly imterreſſed Ecclefiaſticks , & that 
ther is nothing , that ought not to be feared from 
them & pag. 142. That a dozen Regulars , with 
whom the Pope conſulted , prevails againſt 200. 
Sorbon Doors. Since Hereticks both ancient 
& modern , have always cruelly hated Relt- 
gious, what muſt we,judge of the Sorbon, 


and in what rank muſt we place them fince 
they have the like hatred. 


The ſeventh Proot. 


Take the laſt reſemblance they have with 
the Janſeniſts, Ther is no diſſimulation , 
diſguiſe , cheat or impoſture , which thes He- 
reticks do not vſe, againſt their adverſaries, 
Montalte is the ctinningeſt at itin the world, 
in his firſt Letters, againſt the Cenſure of 
Monſieur Arnauds herefies , oppoſite to the 
Eatholike dodrine, of ſufficient grace , and 
contrary to the Dominicans & other Catho- 
lik Do&ours.

Wheras thos Fa- 
thers , in their Apologies, prove the perfe&t 
harmony , between thos ſlanders , and thos 
which du Moulin heretofore, caſt vpon the 
Roman Charch, Beſides they convince the

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Janſeniſts of 29. evident impoſtures, eons 
taind in 8. Letrres of Montalte, viz: the 1re 
12. &c. And in their laft anſears , they lay 
open the other calumnies of thes Hereticks, 
which the Sorboniſts exactly imitage. And 
truly the defender of Monſieur Vernant, in 
his Book of the antienr divinity of the Sor- 
bon, complains in his Preface & pag.

427. pages he charges them with making fals 
ſuppoſitions, and perverting the ſenſe of rhe 
propoſitions drawn out of pag. 365. 366. & 
then proves them to be Orthodox, it not cor= 
rupted by their malicious explication. In his 
whol Book Of the Ancient dottrine of the devines 
of Paris, he clearly demonſtrates, that the 
took no notice, of Monſieur de Vernant his 
proofs, drawn out of the Authors, which I 
cited in my 5. Proof, That they ſlighted his 
reaſons, & maliciouſly interpreted his words; 
An3 that in condemning him , they have con- 
demned ynder his name , the Councils Fa- 
| thers 
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thers, Popes ,their own Devines , all fofaigh 
Doctors, the moſt eminent in dignity , the 
moſt famous for learning, & zeal for the true 
Faith. So true is thar, which LaQantius ſays, 
that they oppugn the truth , & will not ſee it, 
leaſt acknowleging their innocency , who de- 
fend it, againſt their errours, they ſhould 
not be able ro condemn them , without mae 
nifcſt injuſtice.

Bur what ſhal I ſay, of their Cenſure of 


Amadeus Guymenius ?- In good- earneſt, I 
diſlike, & had1I ſufficient authority , would 
condemn , his: manner. of defending the Je- 
ſuits , againſt the Dominicans. Tis-ttue- he. 
proves wel,that the Dominicans, have taught 
worſe opinions then the Jeſuirs ; bur to what 


purpoſe is it , to ler the people ſee , ſo many. 


odious opinions, bundled. vp in-a-litle vo= 
Jumn ? Iwonder the Jeſuits ,. had ſo Jitle Po- 
licy, as not to hinder , if they cguld,,. the 
printing of that Book, eſpecially. at a-time, 
when they had ſo many profeſſed: enemies.

From thes Proofs, which are all in mat= 
ter of Fatt, it is caſy to conclude, that the

& cheating way of the Janſeniſts. Had they 
proceeded , as Catholike Doctors ought to 
do, acconding to rules of conſcience ,- ahd 
Chriſtian ſincerity, they would have cenſured 
the Propoſitions, vnder the names of theit 
Authors , whom they ſhould have named, 
& not have taxed the Jeſuits , to farisfy the 
hatred they bear them. Who in the mean 
time , have this advantago- againſt the Sorbo# 
niſts, that Hereſy cannot be juſtly layd in 
their diſh. | 

Behould Sir , the deplorable tate of our 
Faculty, which you will not m__ Wo 
you take but the pains, to conſider with at- 
tention , the Prook, which I have ſet down.

Since 
they do not cenſure, & condemn thos that 
renew them ? Since they Cenſure the Books 
of Catholicks their enemies ? Since they have 
2 mortal hatred for the Pope; 'as all Heres 
ticks have ? Since they bear the ſame hatred 
to Religious, becauſe they deſtroy hereſy 
& defend the Catholike Faith 2 Since they 
vie.the fame tricks, & the ſame calumnies, 


to cenſure them , & to tarniſh the luſtre of 


their reputation, which thes,Novelliſts eme 
ploy, againſt Orthodox Dodtars ? All'thes 
Caracters, being equally common, o- them, 
force vs to confeſs, that they have. the fame 
opinions, the ſame, deſign, and the ſame ins 
tereſts with the Janſcnitts. 


THE CONCLVSION. | 


I draw 2. neceſſary Concluſions , out of 
the whol diſcours. The firſt. That Alexan- 
der VII. has with a great deal of juſtice , in 
his Bull of Jun. 1665. condemned , the Sor+ 
bon Cenſures, of Monficur de Vernant, & 

Guimenius ; 
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Of the Sorboni PF 
Guimenius , as Preſumptueus , Temerarious, Scan- 
dalow , & forbidden them , vnder 'pain of. ex- 
communication , reſerving the Abſolution 
vnto himſelf. | 

The ſecond. That the Decrees of thes Do- 
ors, their Deciſions, and their Cenſures 
ought hereafter to be —_— by Catholiks; 
That one ought nor eafily ro believe , that 
the Books they approve, are free from He- 
reſy : Finally that one otight not ro adhere to 
their opinions , vntill rhey have renounced 

anſeniſine , as Monſieur R. cald Montalte , 
Author of the Provincial Letters , did before 
his death, with ſuch ſigns of a true repen- 
rance , thar it is to be hoped that God ler him 
feel the effects of his mercy. 

For my part, Iam fane to lye concealed, 
& keep cloſe vpon my gard, toavoid the per- 
ſecution of my fellow Do@ors, who would 
furiouſly handle me, did they know, thatT 
am the man, that have fo ſincerely fer down 
thesthings , which I ſend youtor great truths. 
Yet they {hal not hinder me , from giving 
immortal thanks, vmo the Father of all grace, 
who by his amiable goodnes, has drawn we 
ont of errour and precipice.. Give you allo
